under like conditions, Sugar was| 


within reach both as to price and 
quantity while war conditions 
were at their worst. Now that the 
war is over—actually and official- 
ly—sugar is out of reach as td 
supply and is soaring without 
limit as to price. When the Cana- 
dian farmer who had been refused 
protection as to price for his 
wheat while there were prospects 
of a drop faced a local crop short- 
age; and owing to world shortage 
had a chance to make something 
by an advance; the government 
promptly stepped in to prevent 
him from getting the benefit of the 
changed conditions. 

There is no sugar shortage from 
natural causes or war conditions.

The Peace River Oil Field 


(Interview with W. A. Rae, M.P.P.,| 


Peace River, in the Toronto States- 
man.) 

On his way through from the Na- 
tional Liberal convention the provin- 
cial representative of the Peace River 
district, Mr. W. A. Rae, gave hie views 
on some problems that deeply con- 
cern not only Western Canada, but 
the whole Dominion, To our inquiry, 
“Is the Peace River oll field being 
developed?” he replied:

Now nearly all the available land is 
in the Peace River district, and up to 
date, while the Dominion government 
has furnished the financial aid to 
make possible railway transportation 
in all other parts of Canada, it sub- 
divides homesteads, invites settlers, 
launches a policy of {ncreased produc- 


tlon, begs for extension of taxable 
areas, but has said to the settler—— 
‘Walk into the Peace River country 


and when you have anything to sell, 
carry it out on your back!'" 

“Has your railway received no sub- 
sidy?" 

“Not as yet. There are twenty-five 
thousand people north of Westlock, 
which may be termed the extreme 
point of the Edmonton eettlement, 
and they used sleighs and wagons to 
get to their land, thinking that as all 
other parts of Canada had been fur- 
nished with rallway facilities their's 
would arrive in due season. But they 
have been disappointed. A railway 
was built by private capital and the 
proceeds of bonds guaranteed by the 
provincial government. But owing to 
war-time conditions the road was not 
properly completed and eufficient roll- 
ing stock could not be purchased and 
districts settled for ten years as much 
as seventy miles from a railway have 
not been reached yet. Talk about 
burning a, candle at both ends! Ours 
is being burnt at the middle also, Just 
before leaving Grande Prairie the 
local butcher told me he was feeding 
$6,000 worth of hogs because he was
